Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-5, 8, 15-19, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Applicant's admitted prior art shown in Figures 1 and 2 (hereafter APA). 

The APA discloses a valve controlling fuel flow in a turbine power generating 
system comprising a valve body with flow channel 100, a valve stem 111, a translator 
1 13, a seal comprising annular members and a packing (the annular members of

schematically shown in square cross section around the valve stem 1 1 proximate the 
translator 1 1 3), and a shoulder portion 112. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 7, 20, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-14 and 23-47 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Van Nest, Nechanicky, and Schlesch references disclose 
similar valves.
